In the examination of the schools 
here for trachoma, the contagious 
diseaae of the eyes that is epidemic 

in many places, Drs. J 'hn McMullen 
a; d A T. McCormack found a total 
of 10 cases in the Hopkinsville 
schools. Some were indpieot and 
others well advanced. The children 
affected will have to he out of school 
until cured, which usually takes 
about two weeka. 

Dr. J. H. Rice accompanied the 
visitin^r doctors in their rounds and 
Monday afternoon a clinic was held 
at the Hospital and, two caaea were 
operated upon. The same night Dr. 
McMullen delivered a lecture' at the 
Avalon on the symptoms, care and 
treatment of the diseaae, which was 
illustrated with steropticon views. 
He gave much interesting informa- 
tion about a l.tt e und. rstood disease 
that often causes blindness if neg- 
lected.

London, Oct. 27.— SerMan trooper- 

so gallantly holding the little north- 
eastern corner of their country,, 
where the Austro-Cu rrniin and I'.ul- 
garian armies are about to merge, 
are being alowly forced back. 

In fact, all along the northern and 
eastern frontiers of Serbia the in- 
vaders are making steady progress, 
although at great cost, as the Serb- 
ians, now that they have leaehad tlM^ 
hills are making them pg^hoaviln 
for every mile covered. 

It is only in the south, where the 
French have joined the Scrblaaa, 
that the Bulgarians are being held. 
Here the French and Serbians are 
entrenching themselves and await- 
ing reinforcements, which they hope 
will enable them to drive the Bulga- 
rians oat of Macedonia. 

tJreat Britain and France, accord- 
ing to the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
are preparing to strike blow for 
blow, and hope eventually to receive 
the support of Greece and Rumania, 
although they are not depeadi<»g ap* 
on them. * 

Sir Edward Grey, the British for* 
eign minister, told the house of com- 
mons that Great Britian's offer to 
cede Cyprus to Greece had l.ip?ed, as 
Greece had not iilled her treaty obli- 
gationa to Serbia. The Britiah mia- 
ister at Athens is reported to be mak- 
ir g representations to Greece with 
ristect to the use of Saloniki as a 
base for the allies and also with re- 
gard to Greece's future action. 

On the eastern and western fronts, . 
as in Serbia, heavy figh'ing contin- 
ues. In the Riga an Dvinsk region* 
of Russia the German field marshal, 
von Bindenburg, undaunted by re* 
pented failures to reach the Russian 
fortresses on the Dvina river, is mak' 
ing anoter fjrious effort. Alongthe 
rest of the line, through the provin- 
ces of Vilna, Grodno and Volhynia 
anil in Galicia there have bein bat- 
tles at many points with the advaot^ 
age firat one side and then ob the 
other. 

The Italians are still carrying on 
tht^ir offeensive against the Austri- 
Aaa, while the struggle in the Cham* 
pagne region of Prance, begun whe» 
the French cuptur. li a portion of the 
La Courtiiie works from the Ger- 
mans, some of which the Germans- 
have recaptured, is still in progress. 
The French claim they have extend- 
ed their gains h- re by taking an ad- , 
joining trench north of Massiges.

BURT ST. EDMUNDS FORTIFIED 



InalMi City Hae Len« rigured as Ont 
leleiid CetiteM* 

Geriuiuiy will find no difiiculty in 
describing Bury St. Edmunds as a 
fortified place. Its name gives it 
away. Bury St. Edmunds was 

known of old as Pt. Edmunds Bury 
— the castle or "strong town" of that 
king of Fast .\nglia who was put to 
death by the Danes in 850; and so 
became a saint. The six pious priests 
who decided to peryietuate his mem- 
ory were the unconscious founders of 
a town and an abbey that afterward 
became the greatest ecclesiastical es- 
tablishment in all England, except 
Glastonbury. Lelond, an eyewitness 
of its splaidors, assures us "that the 
sun hath not shone on a town more 
delightfully situated, with a small 
river flowing on the eastern part, or 
a monastery more illustrious, wlu'th- 
er we consider its wealth, its extent, 
or its incomparable magnifloence" 

You might indeed say that the 
monastery itself is a town, so many 
gates there are, so many towers, and 
a church than which none can be 
more magnificent : and subservient to 
wliicli -A'.-'- three otliers. al-'i s[ilenilid- 
ly adorned with admirable workman- 
ship, all standing in one and the 
same churchyard. — Ixmdon Chron* 
icle.

DapaftflMNt of Agrieulture Recom- 
mends Mikturo of aeap and Kara- 
sens— Use Sprsy or Waah.

During the summer months, when 
cattle are most lliccly to bf bothered 
with files, there are many people 
who wish to iipow what can be done 
as a prerentlve. Tti-'re are a num- 
ber of methods Bometimps recommend- 
ed fcr this purpose, some of which are 
supposed to keep flies off the animal 
by virtue of their bad odor or greasy 
nature, and some which are supposed 
to be sprayed on to kill the flies. 
Considerable doubt exists as to the 
beneflts to be obtained from using 
aiiv of these treatments, or aa to the 
relative value of the different ways 
of combating flies. 

For spraying the backs of cattle at 
milking time, there la poaalbly noth- 
ing more reliable than keroeene 
emulalon. The following recipe 
giTen by the United SUtes department 
of agriculture Is oae of the best waya 
of making this: Dlaeolre one-half 
pound at bard soap in one gallon of 
hot watec and wtiile atill at near boil- 
ing point add two gall naa ksraseoe, 
and emulsify by ans of a fbroo pump 
or agitator of sone kiad. DIhiU with 
water, oae pait ootaisloa ta eight 
porta wotor, aad sso as a spny. dip 
or wash. _

The Turkish women are to be cooni' 
ed among the moat Industrious of the 

earth. They certainly do a vast 
amount of work. They make carpeta, 
Bcreens for doors, workbaga, borae 
clothing ai.d blankets. A TurUsh girl 
makes all the klbitka or tent domeatie 
carpetb and other household requisites 
before uhe is married. If she gets 
married without completing this task 
it is expected that she will, by her 
own labor, refund the money which 
her parenta have given her aa her 
dowry. This dowry usually consists 
of one hundred aheep and a certain 
amount of money, which a bridegroom 
usually paya down In a lump sum to 
the parenta of the bride. An Import- 
ant part of the ceremony Is to decor 
ate a camel with the handsomest trap- 
piagSi which are sent to tha brlde'a 
tent On this she goes forth to re- 
ceive congratulations of her relatives A 
and friends.
